Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the broad teachings of a screen at an outlet is 
not sufficient for the claims to recite the specific location of the screen as to divide the receptacle into upper and lower sections. 
Applicant's argument that the open top container of Taylor would not empty when tilted, as shown in figure 3, is not understood, unless 
the reference has a restricted opening that is not evident from the drawings. 
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
